FACULTY IS ENLARGED'

Messrs. Dennison and Lucian
Join Teaching Staff—Build-
ings Are Renovated.

| The University of South Carolina

begins regular work of its nexts ses-
slon Thursday morning, Sept. 21,
at 8:30 o'clock. All members of the
faculty are expected to report for
the first regular meeting of the year
Tuesday, September 19, at 4:30 p
m. Examinations for entrance, re-
examinations and delayed examina-
tions will be held September 19, 20
and 21. No day since May having
'passed without applications for ad-
mrission to the university being re-
ceived, W. 8. Currein, the president,
says that the prospects for a large
ifreshman class are highly gratifying
in spite of the raising of the entrance
requirements and the restrictions
thrown about the exemption of stu-
dents from tuition fees.

Three valuable additions have
been made to the faculty during the
summer. H. E. Dennison, A. M., a
nat13 of Tennessee and for two
years professor of history
at the West Tennessee Normal school
has been secured as adjutant pro-
fessor of history. During the last
two years Mr. Dennison has also been
pursuing work at the University of
Chicago toward the Ph, D. degree.
A. N. Lucian, a Ph. B. graduate of
Sheffleld seientific school at Yale uni-
verbity and a Ph. D. graduate of
Yale graduate school, comes to the
university as assoclate professor of
physics after having won distinetion
while Instructor in physics at the
University of Pittsburg. H, €.
Brearley, an honor graduate of the
university in the class of 1916, has
“been appointed instructor in English.

Athletics ie in a healthy condition
at the university, and a season of un-
usual interest is expected in the foot-
ball, basketball, track and gymna-
sium work. University field, equip-
ped with an excellent grandstand,
graded track, gridiron and diamond,
will soon be the scene of much ac-
tivity. A general coach, a freshman
coach, and two assistant, coaches
have been engaged for the football
teams. Thirteen shower baths and
additional dressing rooms have been
added at the gymnasium, while the
walls of the building have been re-
kalsomined. '

Running water has been provided
for in the rooms of the old dormi-
tories, in addition to the accustomed
renovations during the summer. All
rooms will be in thorough order for
the reception of students and the
campus and buildings will be thor-
oughly sanitary. Young women at-
tending the university will find a
lovable matron at the girls' home,
1316 Marion street, in the person of
’Aas Martha D. Beal, a graduate of
the Lucy Cobb institution and sec-
retary of the Columbia Y. W. C. A.
